<r» Firary , vbo aas seat by a4iag Zog (Albania) to Washington yesterday 
to riaa aerfl oa Zog 'a request fox/lppointaent within the Department, 
to inquire whether or not there had boon any devolop a e nt e . I informed hie, 
pursuant to instructions fro* Hr. Bentright of this earning, that an appoint- 
ment had boon arranged for 4*00 pm Wednesday, August 8th. Unfortunately, 
although Mr. Perkins would personally like very much to raesive Zog, his 
schedule was ao taken up at praaant by Congraasional and other natters that 
it was iapoatlhla to state at this tine whether or not Hr. Parkins hieeelf 
would be able to receive Zog. In the event Mr. Perkins was unable to do ao, 

I informed Hr. Frary, Hr. Bonbright had indicated his willingness to do so* 

hr. Frary than inquired as to whether Mr. Parkins or hr. Bonbright had agreed 
to c a ll upon King Keg at his suite la the hotel (unspecified), fthan I remon- 
strated that such an inquiry had not previously bean Bade to the Department 
Hr* Frary continued at son# length to explain that Zog felt that as the 
praaant head of the Albanian stats ha would first present his card to 
President Truman and then to Secretary Adhsaon and that thersafter, were ho 
received by an official of lower rank, that official should call upon him. 

I r e w in d e d Hr* Frary that at the tine he and X had informally discussed Zeg's 
visit to the United States I had explicitly stated that the United States 
Government did not recognise Zog in any official capacity* Although, aa I 
had already mentioned to Mr* Frary, the specific request that a Departmental 
official call upon King Zog had not been presented to the Department, it wen 
ay personal opinion that the requirements of protocol were bo rigid that were 
3LICY U te formulated the Department would be forced to decline* 

STAFF Mr. Frary 
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Mr, Frary replied that if it was »y personal advice to Ida not to raise 
Must question ha would not do so and that ha thought tog, recognising 
the realities of the situation, would acquiesce* The natter «w left 
that fog «mU appear bare for the appointment unless Frary or sotaa other 
representative of Sag eonNaioetw with the Department in the meant ln»* 

In connection with the discussion as to wtotbor or not fog would 
cell upon the topartueut or be called upon by an official of the Department, 
hr* Frary eta ted that it ees tog's hope that the parsec who was to receive 
bin «i the part of the Dad tod States Goveronmt would acoapt aa Invitation 
ta lunoh oar dinner from hia* I replied that If tog aaa content not to 
raise the question of protocol aa to whether or not ha should sell upon 
or bs called upon by the Department 1 beliavs toe question of such an 
invitation oeuld ha treated beyond the rigid rule# of protoeel aa a purely 
personal natter* I eeotisued that under such alronnatanoaa I aaa personally 
sore tint either Sr, forking or tfer. Bon bright would be vary pleased to 
accept tog *o invitation, but that it ms entirely poaeibla, if not 
probable, that they would bo physically unable to do so be cause of their 
crawled schedule. Sr. Frary retorted that ha would like to laave it at 
that! that tog would call upon the Lopartnant and that tog's invitation 
would be extended on a non-protocol basis to either or bath Mr, Parkins 
and Mr, Bonbrlght. 

I inf creed Mr. Frary that, as tog's request for an appointment within 
the Department bad bean accompanied by the expression of tog's desire 
that an Albanian interpreter be present, the Department maid arrange for 
suah an interpreter. 

One other question which arose during the conversation was that of 
tog's body guards, Mr* Frary informed aa that tog has torse man who are 
authorised to carry revolvers end who continually aocoupeny tog as bin 
body guard, is first stated that these individual a had made the necessary 
formal « rtupw i t s with the polios authorities in Maw fork end inquired 
as to whether such arrangements ware necessary within the District. 

X replied tost 1 was set in f o r ea d but tout I would certainly rc a ou w c nd 
tout toe police authorities be approached end whatever formalities nay be 
required eo&piisd with* I then asked whether or not log would wish to 
bring these gentlemen to the Department for hie appointment, consenting 
that although they night be permitted entry and be allowed to ealt in an 
antarooa, Z was afraid there sight be seme difficulty if tog wished to 
have thou accompany hia into Mr. forking * or Mr, Bonbrlght '« office. 

Mr, Frary retorted that ha did not know what tog's wishes were in thle 
matter but that to did not believe there would to any difficulty. 
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
